CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The product characterized by to provide the decal as which the mark which shows that the 
components concerned can be regenerated is displayed, without consisting of the thermoplastics which has 
compatibility to these components in the product which has the recyclable components which consist of 
thermoplastics, and being stuck on said component, and exfoliating from these components, and the display 
material as which the content which this mark means was displayed. 

[Claim 2] The product according to claim 1 constituted by the sheet-like member of which said display 
material displays the content which said mark means on a front face, and consists. 

[Claim 3] The product according to claim 2 which consists of thermoplastics with which said decal and said 
sheet-like member are stuck on the components in which the same recycle is possible, and this sheet-like 
member also has compatibility to said component. 

[Claim 4] The product according to claim 2 or 3 with which information other than the content which said 
mark means is also displayed on said sheet-like member. 

[Claim 5] Said sheet-like member is a product according to claim 2 or 4 attached at least in one side of 
the recyclable components with which said decal was stuck, and other components possible [ balking ]. 
[Claim 6] The product according to claim 2 to 5 with which said sheet-like member is prepared in the 
interior side of a product. 

[Claim 7] The product characterized by to be displayed soon the content which consists of the 
thermoplastics which has compatibility to these components in the product which has the recyclable 
components which consist of thermoplastics, and is stuck on said component, and possesses the decal as 
which the mark which shows that the components concerned can regenerate is displayed, without 
exfoliating from these components, and said mark means at least in one side of the components in which 
said recycle is possible, and other components. 

[Claim 8] The product according to claim 7 with which the content which said mark means is soon shown 
at least to one side of the components in which said recycle is possible, and other components by printing. 
[Claim 9] The product according to claim 7 as which the content which said mark means is displayed at 
least on one side of the components in which said recycle is possible, and the components made of other 
resin by shaping to the components concerned.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the product which has the recyclable components which 

consist of thermoplastics. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Various kinds of products, such as image formation equipment which consists 
of a copying machine, a printer, facsimile, or these compound machines, and other electronic equipment, 
appear on the market in a commercial scene, and are used by many users. The sheet-like piece called the 
deca! is stuck on the component at such a product This decal consists of the sheet-like piece which has 
the flexibility or rigidity of for example, a resin sheet, a resin film, or a thin resin plate, and predetermined 
information is displayed on the front face. If shown more concretely, for example in the copying machine, 
the decal in which various kinds of information, such as an easy handling explanatory note for the user, 
serviceman, etc. and a number of parts-replacement sequence, was written down is stuck on the 
components of a copying machine. The information displayed on the surface of a decal is based on an 
alphabetic character, and also it is expressed by notations, such as an arrow head, a graphic form or a 
color, etc. 

[0003] By the way, the appearance of the product excellent in recycle nature is strongly demanded in order 
to aim at environmental protection and a deployment of much more resource especially in recent years. 
[0004] Then, when thermoplastics constitutes the components of various products conventionally and 
these [ all ] is used, carrying out reuse of the component concerned is performed, without discarding this. 
For example, the components which it finished using are crushed to a pellet type by the shredder, heating 
fusion of this is carried out it fabricates as a certain resin components again, and the reuse of this 
regeneration form article is carried out 

[0005] However, it becomes difficult [ it / for the mechanical strength of the regeneration type article 
which both did not melt together mutually when components / having stuck the decal, when constituted by 
the dissimilar material in which the decal of the above-mentioned / components / recyclable as mentioned 
above / is stuck on, and compatibility does not have the decal and components mutually / were crushed as 
it was and it fused, but was obtained with this melting ingredient to be remarkable, to be low, and to reuse 
this ]. 

[0006] In order to avoid this nonconformity, before regenerating the components which it finished using, 
the decal currently stuck on the component is compulsorily exfoliated by a grinder etc., and it is necessary 
to regenerate both independently. However, the activity which removes a decal from components in this 
way is a serious troublesome activity which time and effort and time amount require, and does not escape 
the fault in which the playback cost of components goes up by this. 

[0007] Then, these people constituted the decal stuck on components and this from thermoplastics which 
has compatibility mutually, and moreover, they proposed the configuration which displays the text of the 
purport which can regenerate the component as it is, without exfoliating the decal concerned from 
components in the decal (Japanese Patent Application No. No. 192152 [ six to ]). Even if it regenerates 
this as it is, without according to this configuration removing a decal from components since a decal and 
components have compatibility, the reinforcement of the reproduced mold goods can be kept high. And 
since the text of the purport which does not need to exfoliate this from components is written down in the 
decal, without recycle contractors, such as a recovery processor, removing a decal from components, what 
the component should be regenerated for can be known promptly, and the working capacity can be raised. 
[0008] Although the text mentioned above displays on a decal **** "recycle [ the components with which 
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this sheet was stuck / without removing this sheet / as it is ]" Becoming Since the predetermined 
information which is the original object, for example, the above-mentioned handling explanatory note, the 
number of parts-replacement sequence, etc. are displayed on the decal, when the size of a decal is small, 
the above-mentioned text of the purport which does not need to remove a sheet may be unable to be 
displayed on the decal. 

[0009] Moreover, also when the product with which the decal was stuck is used in what kind of country, 
not an alphabetic character but a notation, a picture, etc. may express the information so that he can 
understand the predetermined information written down in the decal. For example, a picture expresses the 
predetermined information that the handling of a product is explained, and the man of any countries 
enables it to understand this. If it does in this way, even if it will not prepare the decal for each country, it 
can be used being able to stick the same decal on the product of each country, and the cost on 
manufacture of a decal can be reduced. However, in such a case, it is meaningless even if it displays **** 
which "the components with which this sheet was stuck can be recycled as it is, without removing this 
sheet" recycle [ in Japanese ] Becomes that decal. It is because the content cannot be told to those who 
cannot understand Japanese. 

[0010] As mentioned above, although it is very useful to display the text of the purport which can 
regenerate components, without constituting the components with which a decal and this were stuck from 
an ingredient which has compatibility mutually, and moreover removing the decal concerned to the decal, 
depending on the case, such text may be unable to be displayed on a decal. 
[0011] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] The place which this invention is made from the viewpoint 
mentioned above, and is made into the object is to offer the product of the format indicated at the 
beginning which can attain the same object as this, even if it does not display the text of the purport which 
can regenerate the component on a decal, without removing the decal from components. 
[0012] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] This invention proposes the product possessing the decal as which the 
mark which shows that the component concerned can be regenerated is displayed, and the display material 
as which the content which this mark means was displayed, without consisting of the thermoplastics which 
has compatibility to these components in the product which has the recyclable components which consist 
of thermoplastics in order to attain the above-mentioned object, and being stuck on said component, and 
exfoliating from these components. 

[0013] In that case, if constituted by the sheet-like member of which the above-mentioned display material 
displays the content which said mark means on a front face, and consists, it is advantageous. 
[0014] Moreover, in the above-mentioned configuration, if said decal and said sheet-like member consist of 
thermoplastics with which it is stuck on the components in which the same recycle is possible, and this 
sheet-like member also has compatibility to said component, it is advantageous. 

[0015] Furthermore, in each above-mentioned configuration, if information other than the content which 
said mark means is also displayed on said sheet-like member, it is advantageous to it. 
[0016] Moreover, in each above-mentioned configuration, if said sheet-like member is attached at least in 
one side of the recyclable components with which said decal was stuck, and other components possible 
[ balking ], it is advantageous. 

[0017] Furthermore, in each above-mentioned configuration, if said sheet-like member is prepared in the 
interior side of a product, it is advantageous. 

[0018] Moreover, this invention is set for the product which has the recyclable components which consist 
of thermoplastics in order to attain the above-mentioned object. Consist of the thermoplastics which has 
compatibility to these components, and it is stuck on said component The decal as which the mark which 
shows that the component concerned can be regenerated is displayed is provided without exfoliating from 
these components, and the product with which the content which said mark means at least in one side of 
the components in which said recycle is possible, and other components is displayed soon is proposed. 
[0019] In that case, if the content which said mark means is soon shown at least to one side of the 
components in which said recycle is possible, and other components by printing, it is advantageous. 
[0020] Furthermore, if the content which said mark means at least in one side of the components in which 
said recycle is possible, and the components made of other resin is displayed by shaping to the 
components concerned, it is advantageous. 
[0021] 

[Example] Hereafter, the example of this invention is explained to a detail according to a drawing. 
[0022] Drawing 1 shows the copying machine which is an example of a product which has recyclable 
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components, and this copying machine consists of many components, such as various elements which were 
held In the interior of the sheathing covering 1 of that body, the front door 2 pivoted by that body frame 
(not shown) free [ closing motion ], the pressure plate 3 for original cover prepared in the upper part of a 
body, a medium tray 10, the transfer paper conveyance section 1 1, and a body and which are not 
illustrated. The transfer paper conveyance section 1 1 is a part led to the imprint section which the transfer 
paper (not shown) to which paper was fed from the medium tray 10 is conveyed up, and is not illustrated. 
Here, a front door 2 is taken up as an example of recyclable components, and the example which applied 
this invention to this front door 2 is clarified. 

[0023] The front door 2 is supported for between the open positions shown with the closed position shown 
in drawing 1 as the continuous line, and the chain line by the body frame, enabling free rotation closing 
motion, and the decal of at least one sheet is stuck on the components which consist of this front door 2. 
In the example of drawing 1 , the 1st decal 4 is stuck on the front face of a front door 2, and the 2nd decal 
5 is stuck on the rear face of a front door 2. These decals 4 and 5 consist of the sheet which has flexibility 
or rigidity, a film, or a thin tabular piece as mentioned above, and predetermined information is displayed on 
the front face. 

[0024] In this example, as shown in drawing 2 , the orderer of consumable goods and the contact of repair 
of a copying machine are displayed on the 1st decal 4, and the image information explaining the clearance 
procedure of a transfer paper in which the conveyance trouble was caused as shown in drawing 3 is 
entered in the 2nd decal 5. Namely, in the transfer paper conveyance section 1 1, when the paper jam of a 
transfer paper occurs, a user can remove an aperture and the choked transfer paper for the transfer paper 
conveyance section 1 1 in the direction of arrow-head A according to the information shown in the 2nd 
decal 5 on which the front door 2 was stuck by an aperture and its rear face. Moreover, when there is no 
transfer paper got blocked in this part, the transfer paper which pulled out the medium tray 10 and was got 
blocked according to the display information on the same decal 5 can be taken out. 

[0025] When using all the copying machines mentioned above, from a users origin, this copying machine is 
carried in to a recycle contractors place, and is disassembled here. And the reuse of the reusable 
components is reproduced and carried out. 

[0026] In order to make a copying machine easy to regenerate here, the front door 2 which is an example 
of the component is constituted by thermoplastics, and the 1st and 2nd decals 4 and 5 stuck on this also 
consist of thermoplastics. And a front door 2 and decals 4 and 5 are constituted by the thermoplastics 
which has compatibility mutually. Thus, the decal stuck on the components which consist of recyclable 
thermoplastics is constituted by the thermoplastics which has compatibility to the component. 
[0027] According to the configuration mentioned above, this, sticking both the decals 4 and 5 on a front 
door 2 by for example, the shredder which is not illustrated For example, if one side crushes on the pellet 
which is about 5mm and heats and fuses this, since the resin ingredient which constitutes a front door 2, 
and the resin ingredient which constitutes decals 4 and 5 will fuse each other good If this ingredient is 
fabricated on predetermined components with the making machine which is not illustrated, the components 
equipped with the property that it can fully be equal to an activity are reproducible. 
[0028] Generally, although the sheathing covering 1 and the front door 2 of a copying machine are 
constituted by thermoplastics, such as PS (polystyrene), PPE (polyphenylene ether), ABS (acrylic styrene 
butadiene rubber), or PPO (polypheny! oxide), in many cases, it is desirable to use the resin ingredient 
illustrated next as decals 4 and 5 stuck on the front door 2 which consists of these resin ingredients. 
[0029] To the front door 2 which consists of PS, the decals 4 and 5 which consist, for example of the same 
PS as the ingredient of this front door 2 besides PC (polycarbonate) or PMMA (methacrylic resin) with this 
and compatibility can be used advantageously. Moreover, to the front door 2 which consists of PPE, the 
decals 4 and 5 which consist, for example of the same PPE as the ingredient of this front door 2 besides 
PS, PET (polyethylene terephthalate), ABS, PC, or PMMA with this and compatibility can be used 
advantageously. Furthermore, to the front door 2 which consists of ABS, the decals 4 and 5 which consist, 
for example of the same ABS as the ingredient of this front door 2 besides PS, PET, PC, or PMMA with 
this and compatibility can be used advantageously. Moreover, to the front door 2 which consists of PPO, 
the decals 4 and 5 which consist for example of the same PPO as the ingredient of its front door 2 
besides PS or ABS with this and compatibility can be used advantageously. 

[0030] The construction material can also be displayed on a decal and the display which will "PS" PS 

[ which shows the construction material ] Be the decals 4 and 5 shown in drawing 2 and drawing 3 is made. 

[0031] Even if it regenerates this as it is, without removing these decals 4 and 5 from a front door 2 by 
constituting the decals 4 and 5 stuck on a front door 2 and this with the **** thermoplastics illustrated

above, the property of the recycled article, for example, mechanical reinforcement etc., (flexural strength 
and impact strength) does not fall greatly. Thus f playback cost can be reduced and the cost of a 
regeneration form article can be reduced. 

[0032] here, two or more elements and the thermoplastics which constitutes a front door 2 and decals 4 
and 5 from an example mentioned above having compatibility mutually When the mold goods which 
reproduced and obtained these use it for the original object so that he can understand from the place 
mentioned above, each thermoplastics which constitutes each element before playback in extent which can 
maintain the property of being able to be equal to the activity means having compatibility mutually. 
[0033] Although it is possible to stick both and it is not necessary to use adhesives in this case by thermal 
melting arrival for both attachment when sticking these decals 4 and 5 on a front door 2 since it consists 
of a front door 2 and the thermoplastics with which compatibility has decals 4 and 5 mutually, decals 4 and 
5 can also be stuck on a front door 2 using adhesives. Since the amount of the adhesives to be used is 
generally **** small quantity in that case, it is not necessary to take into consideration especially about 
the compatibility of those adhesives, and a front door 2 and decals 4 and 5 but, and it is advantageous 
especially if the thermoplastics which has compatibility to a front door 2 and decals 4 and 5 as these 
adhesives is used. That is, the thermoplastics which has compatibility to components and a decal 
concerned as adhesives which stick a decal on components is used. When according to this configuration 
components, such as a front door 2, are crushed as mentioned above and fused, without removing decals 4 
and 5, the compatibility of the whole including adhesives is raised much more, and property lowering of the 
reproduced mold goods can be prevented more certainly. 

[0034] As adhesives of the thermoplastics which joins decals 4 and 5 to a front door 2, PMMA can be used, 
for example, and compatibility is good to PS, PPE f ABS, etc., and when PMMA is therefore used as 
adhesives, it is desirable [ these adhesives ] to constitute a front door 2 and decals 4 and 5 with resin, 
such as PS, PPE, or ABS, respectively. 

[0035] As mentioned above, although the front door 2 with which decals 4 and 5 were stuck can be 
regenerated without removing decals 4 and 5 from the door, it needs to tell a recycle contractor about the 
data. Then, although displaying **** which "recycle [ the components with which this sheet was stuck / 
without removing this sheet / as it is ]" Becomes each of that decal 4 and 5 the very thing is also 
considered, as explained previously, such text may be unable to be displayed on each decal. For example, 
like the 1st decal 4 shown in drawing 2 , when the size is small, there is no tooth space which displays 
**** which was mentioned above to this, and this cannot be displayed. Moreover, it is not appropriate for 
the 2nd decal 5 shown in drawing 3 to make the display with which it "the components with which this 
sheet was stuck can be recycled as it is, without removing this sheet" recycle [ in this decal / in 
Japanese ] Comes to express predetermined information as the picture only with the notation so that a 
common activity can be carried out in many countries in and outside the country. 

[0036] Then, the mark which attached and showed Sign M to drawing 2 and drawing 3 is displayed on the 
above-mentioned decals 4 and 5, and it is shown that this mark M can regenerate that component, without 
exfoliating a decal from components. 

[0037] As mentioned above, although the mark M which can regenerate a front door 2 is entered in each 
decals 4 and 5, without removing this, not all recycle contractors can understand the place which the mark 
means. Then, the display material as which the content which the above-mentioned mark M means was 
displayed on the copying machine shown in drawing 1 is prepared, and this display material is constituted 
from this example by the sheet-like member 7 which displays the content which Mark M means on a front 
face, and changes, as shown in drawing 1 and drawing 4 . That is, while Mark M is displayed, **** of 
Japanese "recycle [ the sheet (namely, decal) with which this mark was displayed / without removing / the 
components with which that sheet was stuck ]" Becoming is displayed on this sheet-like member 7. 
[0038] According to the above-mentioned configuration, a recycle contractor can regenerate a front door 
2, without removing the decals 4 and 5, without wavering by checking the mark M displayed on the decals 4 
and 5 stuck on the front door 2 as the written content of the sheet-like member 7. Moreover, in this 
sheet-like member 7, in the language according to country where a copying machine is used, for example, 
English, German, French, etc., the above-mentioned content can be displayed or Japanese and these 
foreign languages may be written together. 

[0039] The decal as which the same mark as the mark M shown in drawing 2 and drawing 3 was displayed 
can be stuck also on components other than front-door 2, although the decal of a large number by which 
Mark M was given to one copying machine is stuck, only forms a fraction 7, for example, the sheet-like 
member of one sheet, in a copying machine rather than these decals, and can usually tell a recycle 
contractor about the place which the mark M displayed on each decal means. 
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[0040] Members other than **** sheet-like member 7 shown in drawing 1 R> 1 and drawing 4 as display 
material which shows the semantics of Mark M, For example, if it sticks on a front door 2 so that this 
sheet-like member 7 may be shown in the components which constitute a copying machine, for example, 
drawing 1 , using the **** sheet-like member 7 shown in drawing 4 although the tag-like piece hung inside 
a copying machine may be used A possibility that the sheet-like member may be lost throughout [ over the 
long period of time of a copying machine / activity term ] can be abolished. 

[0041] Moreover, if the decals 4 and 5 in which Mark M was entered, and the sheet-like member 7 are 
stuck on the part to which the components 2 in which the same recycle is possible, i.e., a front door, differ, 
respectively as shown in drawing 1 , a recycle contractor can understand easily and immediately the place 
which the mark M displayed on decals 4 and 5 means, and can raise the efficiency of a regeneration 
activity. 

[0042] Thus, when sticking decals 4 and 5 and the sheet-like member 7 on a front door 2 by the same 
components and this example, it is desirable to use that in which the sheet-like member 7 and the 
adhesives which constitute with the thermoplastics which has compatibility to the front door 2 with which 
this was stuck, and are used for the attachment have a front door 2 and compatibility. The sheet-like 
member 7 as well as [ completely ] decals 4 and 5 consists of a front door 2 and an ingredient with which 
compatibility is. Without also removing this sheet-like member 7 from a front door 2, if it does in this way, 
that front door 2 can be regenerated and a quality regeneration form article can be obtained. 
[0043] Moreover, although the content which Mark M means also in sheet-like member 7a shown in 
drawing 5 , i.e., **** "recycle [ the sheet with which this mark was displayed / without removing / the 
components with which that sheet was stuck ]" becoming, is shown In the example which the other 
information was also filled in and was shown in drawing 5 In case the loading set of the toner bottle which 
supplies a toner to the developer which is not illustrating within the body of a copying machine and which 
similarly is not illustrated is carried out at the developer, after often shaking the toner bottle, the 
information on the purport which should be set to a machine is displayed. This sheet-like member 7a is 
stuck on the rear face of the front door 2 shown in drawing 1 instead of the above-mentioned sheet-like 
member 7. 

[0044] This sheet-like member 7a can serve also as the function as a decal which displays information, 
such as a usage of the element of a copying machine, and can lower that cost rather than the case where 
this configuration constitutes a sheet-like member and a decal independently while it shows the semantic 
content of Mark M. The components with which this is stuck, for example, a front door 2 and 
thermoplastics with compatibility, constitute, and this sheet-like member 7a can also obtain a quality 
regeneration form article, even if it regenerates the door 2, without removing sheet-like member 7a from a 
front door 2 if what has a front door 2 and compatibility also as adhesives for moreover sticking this is 
used. 

[0045] Moreover, what [ not only ] was shown in drawing 4 and drawing 5 but other modes of various kinds 
of can also be used for the display gestalt of the content which the mark which shows that the component 
can be regenerated means, without removing a decal from components. For example, the content which 
Mark M means can also be displayed with the brief expression which "recycle [ it / without removing this 
sheet ]" Becomes like sheet-like member 7b shown in drawing 6 . 

[0046] Moreover, although what arranged three arrow heads in the shape of a triangle to drawing 2 thru/or 
drawing 6 was shown as a mark M which shows that the component can be regenerated, without exfoliating 
a decal from components, this is an example to the last and can also use other proper marks. For example, 
it can adopt as a mark which shows that the component can be regenerated, without exfoliating a decal 
from components in the **** mark M shown in drawing 7 . In that case, the mark M shown in drawing 7 will 
be displayed on the decals 4 and 5 or the sheet-like members 7, 7a, and 7b which were shown in drawing 2 
thru/or drawing 6 . 

[0047] Moreover, it can also attach so that it can secede from the **** sheet-like members 7, 7a, and 7b 
shown in drawing 4 thru/or drawing 6 easily at least to one side of the front door which are the recyclable 
components stuck on decals 4 and 5, and other components. For example, as shown in drawing 8 , the 
attaching parts 8 and 8 of the shape of a rail of a couple are formed in the rear face of a front door 2, and 
attachment maintenance of the sheet-like members 7 and 7a or the 7b is carried out at these attaching 
parts 8 and 8. Since according to this configuration those sheet-like members 7 and 7a or 7b can be easily 
removed from attaching parts 8 and 8 before regenerating a front door 2, the sheet-like members 7, 7a, 
and 7b can also be constituted from an ingredient which does not have compatibility to a front door 2, for 
example, a cardboard metallurgy group plate etc., and the degree of freedom of selection of that 
construction material can be expanded. 
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[0048] By the way r although drawing 4 thru/or drawing 6 , and the sheet-like members 7, 7a t and 7b shown 
in drawing 8 can be attached in a proper part including the outside surface of products, such as a copying 
machine, if the sheet-like members 7, 7a. and 7b are formed in the interior side of a product, since the 
sheet-like members 7, 7a, and 7b will be hidden in the interior at the time of the anticipated use of the 
product, they can prevent appearance lowering of a product. Also in each above-mentioned example, as 
shown in drawing 1 , the sheet-like members 7 and 7a are formed in the part which becomes the interior 
side of a copying machine, where the rear face of a front door 2, i.e., a front door, is closed. 
[0049] In each example explained above, although the semantics of the mark M displayed on decals 4 and 5 
was shown in the display material which consists of the sheet-like members 7, 7a, and 7b, it can replace 
with this and the content which Mark M means can also be soon displayed at least on one side of the 
recyclable components with which the decal Mark M was indicated to be is stuck, and other components. 
For example, the display which Mark M means soon in the front door 2 with which decals 4 and 5 were 
stuck, for example, "the sheet with which this mark was displayed being able to recycle the components 
with which that sheet was stuck, without removing" with "Mark M" or the display "recycle [ it / without 
removing this sheet ]" becoming, is made. 

[0050] The content which Mark M means can be soon displayed at least on one side of the recyclable 
components of the front door 2 with which decals 4 and 5 were stuck, and other components by printing in 
that case. For example, the above-mentioned display is printed to the rear face of a front door 2 on which 
decals 4 and 5 were stuck. As the print processes, the approach of carrying out in mould shaping of the 
resin sheet which performed a rebound ace court and printing in one with resin components, such as a 
front door 2, and the printing approaches, such as a stamp, are also employable. According to this 
configuration, the sheet-like members 7, 7a, and 7b of dedication become unnecessary, and the cost of a 
product can be reduced, thus, the time of not using the sheet-like members 7a and 7b shown in drawing 5 
and drawing 6 — " — toner bottle — please carry out — " — information will be displayed on another 
decal. 

[0051] Moreover, like the place which could also display the content which Mark M means with shaping to 
that component, and mentioned it above also by this configuration at least to one side of the recyclable 
components of the front door 2 with which decals 4 and 5 were stuck, and the components made of other 
resin, since the sheet-like members 7, 7a, and 7b of dedication become unnecessary, the cost of a product 
can be reduced. For example, in case a front door 2 is fabricated and manufactured, the rear face of a 
front door 2 is engraved with the content which Mark M means with the die. thus, **** — the display 
showing the semantics of the **** mark M briefly shown in drawing 4 thru/or drawing 7 can be fabricated 
on components, such as a front door. 

[0052] As mentioned above, although the copying machine was shown as an example of a product which 
has recyclable components, this invention is applicable to any products, such as other electronic 
equipment, and an automobile, a container. 
[0053] 

[Effect of the Invention] It can prevent that the property of a recycled article falls greatly, and even if it 
does not display **** which can be recycled without moreover removing a decal from components on the 
decal, a recycle contractor can be made to understand the data according to the configuration according 
to claim 1, even if it regenerates the component, sticking a decal on components. 

[0054] According to the configuration according to claim 2, the above-mentioned effectiveness can be 
done so with an easy configuration. 

[0055] According to the configuration according to claim 3, without also removing a sheet-like member 
from components, the component can be regenerated and a quality recycled article can be obtained. 
[0056] According to the configuration according to claim 4, since the function of a decal was given to the 
sheet-like member, the total cost can be reduced. 

[0057] According to the configuration according to claim 5, the degree of freedom of selection of the 
construction material of a sheet-like member is expandable. 

[0058] According to the configuration according to claim 6, the nonconformity to which the appearance of 
a product falls by the sheet-like member can be prevented. 

[0059] A recycle contractor can be made to understand the semantics of the mark displayed on the decal 
according to the configuration according to claim 7, without using a sheet-like member. 
[0060] A recycle contractor can be made to understand the semantics of the mark displayed on the decal 
by low cost according to the configuration according to claim 8, without using a sheet-like member. 
[0061] A recycle contractor can be made to understand the semantics of the mark displayed on the decal 
by low cost according to the configuration according to claim 9, without using a sheet-like member. 
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
